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THE GUIDE AND 
FREE SPEECH 


The Grain-Growers’ Guide has 
repeatedly attempted to defend 
the Domirion Government for 
granting a $15,000,000 bonus to 
MacKenzie and Mann by attack- 
ing the Liberal opposition in Par- 
liament for not opposing it. When 
it bas been demonstrated that the 
Opposition did oppose it by voice 
and vote on four separate amend- 
ments, and finally voted directly 
against it without amendment 
the Guide replies that inasmuch 
as the Liberals did not oppose by 
obstruction, their opposition was 
not sineere, Readers of the Guide 
will please remember that the 
Guide unhesitatingly and com- 
pletely endorsed the action of thel 
Government in abolishing Parlia- 
mentary free speech by establish- 
ing closure. With the establish- 
ment of closure it has ceased to 
be possible for the Opposition in 
Parliament to obstruct to any 
beneficial result. Having endorsed 
the abolition of free speech, the 
Guide is not now entitled to claim 
protection to the public interest 
by the exercise of that right which 
by its approval it helped to 
abolish. 


A WORD OF ADVICE. 

Edmonton has a fairly large 
population of colored people. 
They have, in the great majority 
of eases; shown themselves to be 
law-abiding citizens, have not pro- 
vided a disproportionately large 
percentage of offenders to the po- 
lice court, and have not in conse- 
quence been the subjects of any 
active racial hostility. It is sug 
gested, however, that the two 
negroes who attempted to break 
into a house on Ottawa avenue on 
Wednesday evening are probably 
the parties who have been carry- 
ing on a campaign of house- 
breaking in the city during recent 
weeks. This being the case, the 
colored people in the city would 
ecnsult their own good by assist- 
ing the authorities in apprehend- 
ing the culprits. Public opinion 
does not alway: disriminate with 
aceuracy, and if a few individuals 
of any particular race or nation 
make. themselves conspicuous by 
criminal! actions their fellows sui 
fer in consequence. It is not de- 
sirable, from any view-point, thai 
the race antagonism which exists 
in the southern States should have 
cause for existence here. Nothing 
would be more likely to bring it 
sharply into existence than the 
discovery that some colored men 
had been carrying on criminal 
avocations and that no effort to 
bring them to justice had been 
made by their own people. In 
their own interests, and in proof 
of their qualifications for citizen- 
ship, the colored people of the city 
should lose no opportunity of 
identifying themselves with the 
cause of law and order, and of 
helping to bring unworthy mem- 
bers of their race to justice.

tain that they will be comfortably 
accommodated, and unless there is 
a chance of turning the enterprise 
to profit. Nor is the chance of 
capturing a share of ,the prize- 
money sufficient attraction, con- 
sidering the bother, expense and 
v‘sk involved. The stock-breeder 
grows stock to sell to farmers and 
ranchers who want to go into the’ 
stock-raising industry, or who 
wish to improve already existing 
herds, That practically all the 
large stock-breeders of the Do- 
minion are using the exhibition 
to advertise here the quality of 
stock they have to sell means that 
they recognize the suitability of 
this Province to stock-raising, and 
foresee that the industry must me 
future assume vast proportions. 
The natural adaptability of the} 
country to stock-growing is the 
real drawing power which brings 
the finest herds in Canada to the 
Edmonton exhibition, though they 
would not come here if the exhi- 
bition were not. run on a large 
seale, and if the accommodation 
and treatment accorded were not 
what they should be. In no re 
spect is the wisdom of the fair 
directors better shown than in the| 
fact that they have by judicious 
planning and enterprise made the 
exhibition an agency for facili- | 
tating the development of the 
live-stock industry by bringing 
together the Alberta farmer and 
the stock-breeder. At the fair the 
farmer has opportunity of study- | 
ing the relative merits of various 
breeds, as illustrated by the finest 
specimens of each breed in Can- 
ada, and of buying the sorts he 
prefers directly from the breed- 
ers.
